WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court on Monday 
allowed the third version of 
the Trump administration’s 
travel ban to go into effect

Libya, Syria, Yemen, Soma- 
lia, Chad and North Korea 
will be barred from entering 
the United States, along with 
some groups of people from 
Venezuela.

Plans for old Valley View mall include retail, dining, hotel

A New York real estate investor is 
teaming with Dallas developer KDC 
to build up to 1 million square feet 
of office space as part of a mixed-use 
project in Far North Dallas. 

The planned development by Ser- 
itage Growth Properties and KDC is 
part of the 430-acre Dallas Midtown 
district along the north side of LBJ 
Freeway. 

The 23-acre development will 
include two office towers, retail, a 


cinema and more on the site of the 
closed Sears store at the old Valley 
View mall. 

“We are excited to take this once 
vibrant site with tremendous poten- 
tial and breathe new life into it,” said 
Bill Guthrey, senior vice president 
and a partner at KDC. “This project 
will stand out as an iconic landmark 
while still blending into the sur- 
rounding community, creating strong 
connectivity and pedestrian access in 
a sustainable environment.” 

KDC is North Texas’ busiest office 
developer, building projects that in- 


clude Toyota’s new North American 
headquarters in Plano and the huge 
State Farm Insurance regional cam- 
pus in Richardson. 

The commercial property com- 
pany has been working for several 
months on a plan for the site of the 
old Sears store, which shut down ear- 
lier this year. 

Early plans call for a complex of 
shops, restaurants, apartments and a 
hotel as part of the high-rise develop- 
ment.

SALT LAKE CITY — President 
Donald Trump on Monday took the 
rare step of scaling back two sprawl- 
ing national monuments in Utah, 
declaring that “public lands will once 
again be for public use” in a move 
cheered by Republican leaders who 
lobbied him to undo protections they 
considered overly broad. 

The decision marks the first time 
in half a century that a president 
has undone these types of land pro- 
tections. Tribal and environmental 
groups oppose the decision and be- 
gan filing lawsuits Monday in a bid 
to stop Trump and Interior Secretary 
Ryan Zinke. 

Trump made the plan official 
during a speech at the State Capi- 
tol, where he signed proclamations 
to shrink the Bears Ears and Grand 
Staircase-Escalante national monu- 
ments. Both monuments encompass 
millions of acres of land. 

State officials said the protections 
were overly broad and closed off the 
area to energy development and oth- 
er access. 

Environmental and tribal groups 
say the designations are needed to 
protect important archaeological 
and cultural resources, especially 
the more than 1.3 million-acre Bears 
Ears site featuring thousands of Na- 
tive American artifacts, including an- 
cient cliff dwellings and petroglyphs.
